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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WEARE 
VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The department answered 30 alarms during 1947, 
including 16 chimney fires, 4 building fires, 6 brush or 
grass fires, 2 rubbish fires, 1 truck fire, and 1 oil fire. 
This is below the average number and reflects credit on 
the people of Weare when we consider the serious sea- 
son of last fall. Patrol and other prevention measures 
taken during that period proved well worth while. 


Water supplies were the lowest in the history of the 
department and the hazard that existed cannot be over 
emphasized. 

Several serious building fires occurred this past year 
and where any possible attempt could be made to save 
the buildings involved, good work was done. 

Brush fires were held to small areas even though 
several occurred on the most serious fire days of the 
worst fire season on record. The co-operation of the 
citizens of Weare during this critical period is much 
appreciated. 

Monthly meetings were held and well attended as 
were several drills of the companies. Many new men 
were given instruction and training. 

The department adopted a system of small payments 
for attendance at meetings and regular drills which 
has worked out well in keeping up the interest and 
efficiency of the companies. 

During the past year 200 feet of 214 in. hose was 
purchased as well as small items of equipment, also 
tires for the Center truck. The large hose was used on 
fire and proved its effectiveness when sufficient water 
is available. 

No specific water hole appropriation was made this 
past year but fences were repaired in some places. 
More work will be required to keep up the water holes 
this year as several need fencing, bushes cut and some 
cleaning out should be done. 
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The dam at Riverdale was repaired and rock fill was 


added to the Weare Center dam, greatly strengthen- — 


ing it. 

The appropriation for 1947 included a sum to begin 
the purchase of material for the building of the new 
fire station at Weare Center. This money was used to 
purchase sufficient cement blocks to erect this building. 
These, together with the lumber on hand, gives us quite 
a start on this project. This building should be com- 
pleted this year as the old station is getting to be un- 
safe to support the truck and will require a whole new 
floor if we continue to use it long. 

This past year there were appointed three new fire 
wards or engineers to assist in carrying on the work 
of the depatment and their assistance is greatly appre- 
ciated. 

It is hoped that the good work of the department 
may continue and that it will receive the co-operation 
and support necessary to carry on and render even 
better service to the people of Weare.

At the adjourned meeting of the voters of the School 
District of Weare held in the Town Hall on Tuesday, 
May 20, 1947, at eight o’clock in the evening. 


The meeting was called to order by Charles F. East- 
man, Moderator. | 


On motion of Frank H. Peaslee voted that this meet- 
ing go into a committee of the whole. 


On motion of Alfred Osborne voted that the Modera- 
tor act as chairman of this committee of the whole. 


On motion of Frank H. Peaslee voted that this com- 
mittee of the whole be dissolved and that we proceed to 
the regular business. 


On motion of Chester W. French voted that the re- 
port be accepted and made a part of the permanent 
record. 


Report of Appointed Committee 


Mr. Moderator, we submit this joint and final con- 
clusion of the entire committee. These are not hasty 
conclusions, but were reached after the committee had 
met four times and made a tour of inspection of the 
grade schools. They are also based on facts and figures 
obtained from different architects and our superinten- 
dent of schools, Mr. Foote. - 


The educational and recreational needs of the town 
are very closely related. You cannot talk about a 
gymnasium without considering the urgent need for a 
consolidated Grade school. And talk of a consolidated 
Grade school brings up the future of our High School. 
Does the town want to maintain its own High School as 
it is, giving a limited number of subjects to fifty pupils 
at a high cost per-pupil, or does the town want to join 
with some neighboring town and transport all High 
School students to a larger school where our children 
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could have greater advantages than our present school 
can offer them? 


There is no doubt but that we need a new gym- 
nasium. We also need a new consolidated Grade school. 
Our present grammar school buildings are inadequate, 
lacking in sanitation and water. They need repairs 
which will be costly. To make such repairs we believe 
would be a waste of money. 


To build a gymnasium to meet the standards of those 
who “want a good one or not any,’ would cost eighty 
thousand dollars. That expenditure would tie the 
hands of the school district for years, and nothing could 
be done about a consolidated Grammar school. 


A new Grade school building would cost several times 
more than the $70,000.00 estimated before the war. 
This in itself would be a heavy financial burden. We 
could however be relieved of that in part if the town 
should decide in the future to give up its own High 
School. In that case the present High School building 
could be used as a Grade school for all the town. 


There is also the possibility that a Quonset hut may 
be secured from the Government and erected and 
equipped for a gymnasium. 


The committee has reached the following con- 
clusions: 

1. First, that the high prices and scarcity of 
materials make it impractical to build this year, except 
in one case; if a Quonset hut can be secured and erected, 
and equipped for a gymnasium at a reasonable cost, 
and the town would feel it to be an adequate structure 
for a gym. 


2. The educational needs of our children have taken 
precedence over a new gym. Our children in the 
grades need a new building. If we wait a while before 
building the matter of what the town wants for a High 
School might become clearer. That would largely de- 
termine what should be done about a consolidated 
Grade school. 


3. Ina year or two the town must face the need for 
a consolidated Grammar school.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS 


To the Citizens of Weare: 


I hereby submit my annual report as Superintendent 
of the Schools of Weare. 

Our current school year opened with but one change 
in our staff of teachers. John A. Dodds, after four and 
a half years as Headmaster, resigned to accept a posi- 
tion in West Lebanon. We were very fortunate in 
securing Gordon A. Traver to replace Mr. Dodds. 

Our enrollment figures are but little changed from 
those of a year ago. We are crowded at the Weare 
Center, South and North Weare schools. With possible 
Increased numbers another fall, it will be difficult to 
adequately handle the problem. 

Much of the thinking and planning of your school 
board and superintendent has revolved around the 
problem of school housing. Not only are our so-called 
rural schools crowded, but they are also in need of 
major repairs. Three of the four buildings do not 
have running water and modern conveniences. In view 
of the advantages of centralized schools, it is a problem 
of deciding as to whether it is financially sound to in- 
vest funds in our rural school buildings. I believe it 
was the feeling of the citizens’ committee appointed 
last March to study the problem, that we should look 
_ forward to a consolidated elementary school. 

During the past year several meetings have been held 
in Weare, New Boston and Goffstown relative to a co- 
operative or consolidated high school. The legislature 
of 1947 passed the so-called Co-operative School Bill 
which provided that two or more school districts could 
combine for the purpose of jointly operating any phase 
of their school programs. If the three towns men- 
tioned above were to build and equip a co-operative high 
school, Weare’s share of the construction costs would 
be approximately 19 per cent, the ratio of Weare’s 
equalized valuation to the total equalized valuation of 
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the three towns. Of the operational costs of such a 
school Weare would assume 26 per cent, based on its 
ratio of pupils to the entire number. 

Such a program would necessarily require consider- 
able study. Your local school board and superinten- 
dent have considered the matter at some length. There 
are certain definite advantages and an equal number of 
disadvantages of such a program. The problem of 
weighing the matter rests largely with the citizens of 
the several towns. | 

At the annual meeting last spring several articles 
were presented to the school board for inclusion in the 
warrant relative to school building construction. At 
that time it was voted to form a committee of six (the 
three members of the school board augmented by three 
other persons) to bring in plans for suggested school 
buildings. 

The committee analyzed the problem carefully. It 
was the opinion of the committee that to spend funds 
for the actual preparation of plans should not be done 
until the district expressed a definite opinion on one 
basic and critical question. The whole problem of 
plann ing rests on the future of your present high 
school. } 

If the district desires to maintain its high school for 
the next fifteen or twenty years, regardless of the finan- 
cial demands on the district and regardless of the edu- 
cational problems presented by a small high school 
which by necessity limits the function of such a school, 
then your committee felt that the district should make 
preparations for the building of a consolidated elemen- 
tary school for erection as soon as the market seemed 
favorable. : 

On the other hand, if the district is of the opinion 
that it can maintain its high school but for a rela- 
tively few years longer, then your committee felt that 
the district should plan on transporting the high school 
pupils to one or more neighboring high schools, -and 
plan to renovate the present high school plant into a 
satisfactory consolidated elementary school. 

In determining the future program for the Weare 
schools, the factor of finance looms large. The degree 
to which a town has the ability to pay will probably be 
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the controlling factor in its planning. All costs, both 
town and school, are continuing to increase, while on 
the other hand the valuation of many of our towns is 
practically a constant.

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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER 


To the School Board and Superintendent of Schools: 


In a report of this type, in my opinion, is the time to 
state facts regarding the Weare Junior-Senior high 
school as seen by your headmaster and teachers. I 
have asked the teachers, namely, Miss Batchelder, Miss 
Johnson, Miss Heidenblad and Mrs. Lambert, to also 
add a few lines as related directly to their classes. The 
teachers and I are very grateful to you, Mr. Foote, as 
superintendent for your exceptionally fine spirit of co- 
operation and to the Weare School Board and Towns- 
people for being so vitally concerned and interested in 
recognizing, not only the problems of the pupols, but 
also of the teachers. We as teachers are happy to be a 
part of your community, and relate to you facts in 
which we think you will not only be interested, but also, 
concerned. 

The present school year opened on September 4th, 
with an enrollment in the high school of twelve seniors, 
eleven juniors, sixteen sophomores and thirteen fresh- 


men. To date, we have lost two freshmen, gained one; 


gained one sophomore, and lost the same. Both of the 
freshmen dropped out of school because they were 
needed at home. The sophomore transferred to another 
school. In the seventh and eighth grades, there were 
thirty-seven on September fourth. Total enrollment as 
of the time of this writing: Senior high school—fifty- 
one; junior high school—thirty-five. Average attend- 
ance for the first half of this year for the senior high 
school is 93.6 per cent. 

Parent co-operation plays a tremendously important 
part in the pupils’ attitude toward school, the number 
of pupil tardinesses and absences, and to their behavior 
while in school. In fact, their whole educational out- 
look is basically determined by the views expressed at 
home. I am pleased to have this parent co-operation 
which is reflected every day within the school by its 
pupils. The display of parent understanding is also 
evident concerning the school lunch program of which

the citizens of Weare can well be proud. In this pro- 
gram we endeavor to teach the child to like foods which 
are new to him and to encourage the drinking of milk. 

There have been many improvements this year. In 
the main building, the water fountain downstairs has 
been repaired and we have a new one upstairs. The 
Home Economics room has been improved greatly. A 
new duplicating machine and typewriter have been 
added, also, through the thoughtfulness of the Weare 
Parent Teachers’ Association, a new 16mm. projector 
has been purchased. A new 35mm. slide and film strip 
projector has been purchased. Because these machines 
were rapidly finding their way into daily instruction, 
we found it desirable to have a new electrical outlet in 
each room; this has been accomplished. We are now 
becoming increasingly concerned as to how we are go- 
ing to establish our film library. To date, we have 
rented all of the films used. Though we may not have 
too many films in our future library, we do hope to have 
a large number of film strips which are not only more 
practical to own, but also to have available for immedi- 
ate use. 

In the Agricultural shop many improvements have 
also been realized. New benches are being made, and 
quite a few new tools have been purchased. The shop 
has been rewired and now supports a light over each 
workman’s position as well as over each grinder, drill- 
press and circular saw. This is quite a contrast to the 
six lights that were in the shop before. It is obvious 
that it is cheaper to furnish light than it is to correct 
accidents which have happened because of insufficient 
lighting, to say nothing of the eyes saved through this 
same medium of proper lighting. 

In athletics, we carry on as usual, supporting both 
girls and boys basketball, boys baseball and girls soft- 
ball. The seventh and eighth grades have an hour rec- 
reational period each week. We are particularly — 
appreciative of the two hundred dollars the town 
appropriated which we are using for bus travel to all 
our basketball games. Safety once again is being 
stressed. The convenience, comfort and _ security 
brought to students and coaches cannot be fully ex- 
pressed. 
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Report of Junior High School — 


In my annual report of Junior High, I am glad to say 
that with the exception of a few necessary absentees, 
we have had a very good attendance record during this 
current year. 

I should like to emphasize the fact that pupils com- 
ing into Junior High find such a decided change in their 
work schedule that it is necessary, in mose cases, for 
some home work to be done every day in order to keep 
up with the work. They need to assume this responsi- 
bility. 

This year, with all the courses being taught, teach- 
ers’ loads are heavy, leaving none to take care of some 
study halls, and some of the seventh grade classes have 
had to be taught with a large study group in the back 
of the room. While the co-operation has been as good 
as we can expect, it is hard to do as well with this 
particular group this way. Yet, I feel that most of 
them are learning, through this seeming handicap, the 
ability to use more concentration.

Social Studies and Languages 


Our work in English and the Social Studies has been 
greatly facilitated this year by the new equipment and 
books which have been purchased. 

The course in World Problems which was taught two 
years ago without a text now has a new and very good 
textbook, “Contemporary Problems” by West, Meredith 
and Wesley. In this course we do also use the ‘Weekly 
News Review,” a student-level newspaper purchased 
by the school for each member of the class. 

The new film-strip projector is especially valuable in 
Such a course as this. We plan to make extensive use 
of it as soon as we are able to darken the rooms with 
black curtains which are now being purchased. 

The installation of wall outlets in the class rooms 
enables us to use the picture projectors and the radio 
with small groups. 

Our English classes have been helped considerably 
through the use of the new duplicator and the type- 
writer. These two pieces of equipment have made it 
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possible for us to publish a school newspaper. The 
newspaper project has enlivened our work in English 
composition and has aroused the interest of all the 
students. 

The problem of home reading for our English classes 
has been lessened through our subscription to a stu- 
dents’ book club. The pupils may obtain the monthly 
selections at forty cents per book. Although these are 
not all classics they are good, readable books which 
help to develop the reading habit in our students. 

This year has seen the fulfillment of many of the 
wishes which I have had for our high school since I 
came here. It is very clear that we have made much 
progress in the past year. I would like to pass on the 
following suggestion for next year. The use of current 
materials in our classes is becoming more and more 
desirable. Magazines and newspapers should be an 
integral part of every school library. If the high 
school could have subscriptions to two or three national 
newspapers, a local or state newspaper and several of 
the worthwhile weekly and monthly magazines which 
are not generally available in the homes of the students, 


I feel that our work in the social studies could be made 


more significant.

Home Economics and Biology 


This year the Home Economics Rooms have been re- 


decorated. The kitchen has an inlaid linoleum on the. 


floor and table tops. The tables were painted white and 
trimmed with red. The walls are cream. New red and 
white dotted swiss curtains hang at the windows. The 
clothing room has moveable desks, which are used for 
cutting tables. Two new outlets make it possible for 
students to do all of their sewing in this room. This 
way they keep the clothing materials away from the 


food. The Home Management class did some of the re- ee 


decorating as one of their projects. 
All of these improvements help in mailing very en- 
joyable rooms in which to work. 


A closet for storing school lunch supplies was reno- — 


vated by the boys. This helps a great deal as we are 
able to store cases of fruits and vegetables.

The home management class is now redecorating the 
model house. The girls enjoy this project as it gives 
‘them a. chance to actually redecorate rooms as they 
would in a larger home of their own. 

The girls in clothing class entered suits, skirts and 
dolls in the East Weare Grange Fair. A number of 
the entries were awarded Blue and Red ribbons. 

The Biology class is very large. They have done 
some experiments and have worked with the one micro- 
scope. I feel that any teacher would be able to give 
more attention to students in a smaller class, also one 
with more equipment available for experiments.

Mathematics 


This year Algebra I and Advanced Mathematics 

are offered, the latter consisting of a half-year of 
Algebra II and a half-year of Trigonometry. Our 
mathematics program is sufficient to meet the require- 
ments of most schools of higher learning. The Algebra I 
class is unusually large and happens to be the last 
period in the day, which makes a poor combination. 
There are students from all four classes of high school, 
with varying abilities. It is impossible to secure the 
results desired or to give much individual help with 
this situation. 
- Junior Business Training was offered last year and 
again this year, the only business course we have. The 
class has sponsored a school savings bank since the be- 
ginning of the school year with approximately fifty de- 
positors.out of eighty-seven students or about 58 per 
cent of the school. A few have succeeded in saving 
regularly each week, and it is hoped that others may be 
encouraged into the habit of saving, even small 
amounts.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSE 


Good health is given first place among the needs of 
children. All should be as healthy as possible, and 
learn how to remain healthy. 

In our work with the school children, we have had, 
and continue to have, the support and understanding 
of the parents and the several organizations in our 
towns. The Red Cross and the Parent Teachers’ 
Association have been actively interested in aiding and 
correcting at least four of the most outstanding and 
common physical defects found in school children; 
namely, teeth, vision, hearing and tonsils. 

I would like at this time to thank the organizations 
in Weare for their co-operation and financial help last 
May and June when over seventy children received 
dental corrections. If it had not been for this help, we 
could not have had our dental clinic. 

Every child who is to enter school for the first time 
in the fall should have a thorough examination by a 
physician and by a dentist in the spring or early 
summer. This would allow the summer time for 
correction of defects and for vaccinations, also im- 
munizations if needed. Frequent use of clinics affords 
an opportunity for an early diagnosis, treatment and 
corrections. Nearly every pupil in our schools has had 
the Patch test for tuberculosis, and many have been 
immunized against diphtheria, whooping cough and 
tetanus before entering school. This test was given in 
March, 1947 and again this fall to those who had not 
had it before. When the Patch test was given March 
21, 1947, all were found negative to tuberculosis with 
the exception of four. These children had a chest 
X-ray a few weeks later at the tubercular clinic in 
Manchester. 

A toxoid clinic and baby clinic was held at South 
Weare, October 1, 1947. Several school children were 
given the booster dose of toxoid at this time. 

About 200 pupils were examined in the fall of 1946, 
the beginning of our school year for 1947. All those in —

the High School were examined by Dr. Gillander. The 
following report shows the number of pupils affected 
at the time of this examination, end the number of de- 
fects corrected : 


Defective vision 40. Number of defects corrected 35 
Defective teeth 140. Number of defects corrected 127 
Diseased tonsils 12. Number of defects corrected 6 


There were four cases of appendectomy. 


In the fall of 1946, there were eleven cases of jaun- 
dice at South Weare school. 


Accompanied five to the Hocite and one to the Elliot 
hospital orthopedic clinic. 


Hot noon lunches are being served in our schools.
